"Principle* of Pbyrics," says that "this 
tale is held ta he the middle F of the 
piano, which may therefore be consid- 
ered the keynote of nature. " This can 
easily be put to the test by any one in 
the following way: Go outside jome 
fine night when sounds are clear and 
'istrn to the general sound rf nature M 
from a distance. It will suggest a tone 
of a certain pitch. Keeping this in year 
mi id, go inside and strike the middle 
F of tbe piano. Tbe two sounds will be 
found to correspond in pitch. — Harper's

HOST REMARKABLE CLAIM EVER FILED 


AT WASHINGTON

Dr. Albert G. Lewis, mayor of Atau- 


iton. Goto., will go to Washington 
shortly to lay claim to tbe top of Pike'* 
Peak. With him will be a corps of tbe 
best known land and title lawyer* in 
tbe country, who will attempt to pre- 
vail upon tbe supreme court to ac- 
knowledge Lewis as the rightful owner 
of tbe %utb half of tbe southwest 
fourth, and tbe sovtb half of the south- 


it fourth of section 7, township 14, 


range 68 west in El Paso county, Cola, 
which land is and corr.prises the whole 
summit of tbe famous mountain. 


Tbe claim is based upon a filing made 


by Lewis under date of Feb. I, 1889, 
when at tbe Pueblo land office he filed 
an old soldier's declaratory statement 
upon the land in question. This filing 
was made immediately after President 
Cleveland's proclamation transferring 
the entire mountain from tbe war de- 
partment to tbe department of the inte- 
rior. Lewis will go to Washington load- 
ed down with his affidavits of promi- 
nent citisens of K Paso county wbo 
win testify to his having legally taken 
possession of a quarter section on tbe 
very top of the mountain, and to W* 
having lived upon it th* required length 
of time and made the neeestaiy im- 
provements stipulated by law for tbe 
proving up of an old soldier's homestead. 


The doctor will attempt to prove that 


be settled upon tbe land in good faith 
while it was yet a part of the public 
domain, and that be bad established his 
ownership to 160 acres tbere before the 
peak was converted by the government 
into a timber reservation. 


Tbis is the most astounding claim 


ever made at tbe government land office. 
If Dr. Lewis is successful, it will put 
him at once in possession of property 
worth almost fabnlous sums of money 
It will give him control of tbe roost fa- 
mous mountain peak in tbe world. It 
would place at his mercy the tens of 
thousands of tourists and sightseers 
wbo make tbe top of Pike's peak tbe 
objective point of their wanderings, 
and wbo annually give up their little 
•quota/ of |5 each just to ride tbe nine 
miles to its summit He would have at 
bis mercy tbe capital invested in the 
cog road, and could, if he so chose, levy 
exorbitant taxes for franchises and 
rights of every kind. The property to 
which be lays claim bears the distinc- 
tion of being tbe highest piece of ground 
ever settled upon for homestead purpose 
in tbe United States. 


At its highest point it is 14,170 feet 


above tbe level of the sea and is per- 
petually white with snow. No desert 
was ever more barren of vegetation. 
The place is wholly unfit for human 
habitation, and yet Dr. Lewis made his, 
borne there winter and summer for over 
three years and now claims as his re- 
ward a government title to a strip of 
land, or rock—for Pike's peak is a 


lid mass of granite—a quarter of a 


mile wide and a wile long, extending 
directly over the enmrmt of the peak. 


The disputed point in the controversy 


is as to whether President Cleveland'* 
proclamation actually and legally trans- 
ferred the land from the war depart- 
ment to the interior department At- 
torney Miller, who served m the gov- 
ernment laud office under Harrison, 
held that it aid, as have several other 
prominent laud and title lawyers. 
Henry N. Copp, author of "Oopp's Pub- 
lic Land Laves, ' upon which the gov- 
ernment bases all decisions in land mat- 
ters, after a thorough investigation of 
Dr. Lewis' claims at the general land 
office at Washington wrote in part ,ts 
follows concerning the information he 
had gained tbere: ' 'It was also seated 
that Fcttlers in good faith on these lauds 
would be protected, and be permitted to 
make filings or entries when the land is 
surveyed and opened to the public. 1 
would therefore advise you to continue 
your residence and improvemeats, and 
there can be little doubt of your obtain- 
ing a title to the land you occupy." 
Mr. Copp is still one of tbe lawyers in 
the case. 


Tbe story of the doctor's ooeapttion 


of tbe peak is an interesting one and 
contains much history of value concern- 
ing tbe entire mountain. During the 
latter part of Cleveland's first term and 
for some time previous to the abandon 
meet of Pike's peak as a signal station 
it was known by the signal officers en 
the peak that the station woe soon to be

The following method ia recommend- 


ed for bronzing objects of copjer, for 
example, medals: Dissolve 2 paste of 
-verdigris (acetate of copper) and 1 pert 
of sal ammoniac 'in vinegar 
Boil the 


solution, kknn it and dilute with water 
until it no longer possesses a feebly 
metallic smell nor produces a whitish 
precipitate- on the addition of water. 
Then let it boil agmn in an earthen- 
ware or porcelain vessel and transfer it 
while boiling into another vessel con- 
taining the perfectly clean medals, etc., 
and place the whole, on the fire. As 
soon as tbe medals assume tbe required 
color remove them and wash carefully 
in clean water. The objects must not 
be left too long in the acid bath over 
tbe fire, because the layer of oxide 
would become too thick and would 
easily scale off the surface, whereas, if 
the operation is properly conducted, the 
coating adheres so firmly tbat it cannot 
ba separated even by scraping. 


Of course, it is only after a certain 


number of trials and with experience 
tbat tbe exact moment can be ascer- 
tained for removing the objects from 
th<a batb. It w very necessary that tho 
bath be not too concentrated, as the su- 
perficial oxide bcaomea proportionately 
less adherent Moreover, a whitish pow- 
der is t posited on tbe medal, which 
turns greeu on exposure to tfca air and 
spoils tbe appearance of the bronzing.

tbe actual tonio of naturu." 


Profesgor B. Silliman, too, in his 


"Principles of Physios," says that "this 
tone is held to be tbe middle f of the 
piano, which may therefore be consid- 
ered the keynote of nature." This can 
easily be put to the test by any one in 
the following way: Go outside some 
Urn night when sounds are clear and 
listen to tbe general sound of nature as 
from a distance. It will suggest a tone 
of * certain pitch. Keeping this in yonr 
mind, go inside and strike the middle 
F of the piaro. Tbe two sounds will be 
bund to correspond in pitch.—Harper's 
Magazine.

Dr. Albert Q. Lewis, mayor of Mau- 


iton. Cola, will BO to Washington 
Iriortly to lay claim to the top of Pike's 
Peak. With him will be a corps of tbe 
best known land and title lawyers in 
the country, wbo will attempt to pre- 
rail upon the supreme court to ac- 
knowledge Lewis as tbe rightful owner 
of tbe south half of the southwest 
fourth, and tbe south half of the south- 
east fourth of section 7, township 14, 
range 68 west in El Paso county. Cola, 
which land is and comprises tha whole 
commit of the famous mountain. 


The claim is based upon a filing made 


by Lewis under date of Feb. 1, 1889, 
when at tbe Pueblo land office be filed 
an old soldier's declaratory statement 
upon the land in question. This filing 
was made immediately after President 
Cleveland's proclamation transferring 
the entire mountain from the war de- 
partment to the department of the inte- 
rior. Lewis will go to Washington load- 
ed down with his affidavits of promi- 
nent citueus of 81 Paso county who 
will testify to his having legally taken 
possession of a quarter section on tbe 
very top of the mountain, and Co his 
having lived upon it the required length 
of-time and made the necessary im- 
provements stipulated by law for the 
proving np of an old soldier's homestead. 


The doctor will attempt to prove that 


he settled upon the land in good faith 
while it was yet a part of the public 
domain, and that he bad established his 
ownership to 160 acres there before the 
peak was converted by the government 
into a timber reservation. 


This is the most astounding claim 


ever made at the government land office. 
If Dr. Lewis is successful, it will put 
him at once in possession of property 
worth almost fabulous sums of money. 
It will give him control of the most fa • 
mona mountain peak in the world. It 
would place at his mercy the tens of 
thousands of tourists and sightseers 
who make tbe top of Pike's peak tbe 
objective point of their wanderings, 
and who annually give up tbeir little 
quota of $5 each just to ride tbe nine 
miles to its summit He would have at 
his mercy the capital invested in tbe 
cog road, and could, if be so chose, levy 
exorbitant taxes for franchises and 
rights of every kind. The property to 
which be lays claim bears the distinc- 
tion of being tbe highest piece of ground 
ever settled upon for homestead purpose 
in the United States. 


At its highest point it is 14,170 feet 


above tbe level of the sea and is per- 
petually white with mow. No desert 
was ever more barren of vegetation. 
Tbe. place is wholly unfit for human, 
habitation, and yet Dr. Lewis made hia 
home there winter and summer for over 
three years and now claims as his re- 
ward a government title to.a strip of 
land, or rock—for Pike's peak is a 
solid "mass of granite—a quarter of a 
mile wide and a mile long, extending 
directly over the BGinmit, of the peak. 


The disputed poiut in the controversy 


ie as to whether President Cleveland's 
proclamation actually and legally trans- 
ferred the land from the v?ar depart- 
ment to the interior department. At- 
torney Miller, who served in the gov- 
ernment laud cliice under Harrison, 
held that it did, as have several other 
prominent laud and title lawyers. 
Henry N. Copp, author of "Oopp's Pub- 
lic Land Laws," upon which the gov- 
ernment bases all decisions in land mat- 
ters, after a thorough investigation of 
Dr. Lewis' claims at the general land 
office at Washington wrote in pan aa 
follows concerning the information he 
bad gained there: "It was also stated 
that settlers in good faith on these lands 
would be protected, and bo permitted to 
make filings or entries when the land is 
surveyed and opened to tbe public. I 
would therefore advise yon to continue 
your residence and improvements, and 
there can be little doubt of your obtain- 
ing a title to the land you occupy." 
Mr. Copp is still one of the lawyers in 
the case. 


The story of the doctor's occupation 


of the peak is an interesting one and 
contains much history of value concern- 
ing the entire mountain. During the 
latter part of Cleveland's first term and 
for some time previous to the abandon- 
ment of Pike's peak as a signal station 
it was known by the signal officers en 
the peak that the station was soon to be 
done away with.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The following method is recommend- 


ed for bronzing objects of copper, for 
example, medals: Dissolve 2 pacts of 
verdigris (acetate^of copper) and 1 part 
of sal ammoniac 'in vinegar. Boil tbe 
solution, skim it and dilute with water 
until it no longer possesses a feebly 
metallic smell nor produces a whitish 
precipitate on the addition of water. 
Then let it boil again in an earthen- 
ware or porcelain vessel and transfer it 
whilp boiling into another vessel con- 
taining tae perfectly clean medals, etc., 
and place the whole, on the fire. As 
soon as the medals assume the required 
color remove them and wash carefully 
in clean water. Tbe objects must not 
be left too long in the acid bath over 
the fire, because the layer of oxidt 
would become too thick and woolc 
easily scale off the surface, whereas, il 
the operation is properly conducted, the 
coating adheres BO firmly that it cannot 
ba separated even by scraping. 


Of course, it is only after a certain 


number of trials and with experience 
tbat the exact moment cau be ascer 
tained for removing the objects from 
tbe bath. It is very necessary that tb 
bath be not too concentrated, as the sn 
perficial oxide becomes proportionately 
less adherent Moreover, a whitish pow- 
der is deposited on tue medal, which 
turns «reeu oil exposure to the air and 
spoils the appearance of the bronzing.

In or- 
der to secure some revenue from this 
enormous stock of sugar it is proposed 
to levy an internal revenue tax of 
•15 per tan os all sugar reSsed IB 
this country during the next six 
months. As the entire stock on hand 
must be refined witiiln that time, it 
is thought that the trust may be 
made to pay the legitimate tax on its 
product.

In seeking an answer to this/teii- 


aonable inquiry one finds <m easy 
dew in theAvorkof ChiTjfese, Japa- 
neee and iBindoo artkts, who all 
agree in associating the hare with 
the moon. In the minds of these 
authorities the "man in the moon," 
with whom one is so well acquaint- 
ed, is not a man at all, but a hare, 
and it is found in studying the my- 
thology of these couijtriea that the 
hare and the moon are identical in 
their symbology, the Chinese rep- 
resenting the moon as a hare pouad- 
ing rice in a mortar. After estab- 
lishing the connection between the 
bare and the moon the rest is easy, 
for Easter, is really a festival of the 
moon, its date being fixed by the 
council of Nice in 351 A. D. as the 
first Sunday after the first full moon 
following the vernal equinox. 


So the moon being clearly related 


to Easter, and the hare being related 
to the moon, the hare is clearly en- 
titled to participate in the Easter 
cheer. 


Of course this only opens the door 


to a flood of eager questions'xvhoee 
answers arc only to be found iu 
dusty, musty tomes of mythological 
lore, and the search is too involved 
and tiresome to be interesting. Just 
why the hare should have been 
adopted as the symbol of the moon 
is not easy to determine satisfacto- 
rily, as history on this point is 
shrouded in the clouds of antiquity 
and complicated by conflicting tes- 
timony. One account has it that 
Buddha 01;•.-.? desired to feed a hun- 
gry fellow ;•!••;-,;ure acd to do this 
took the l.-.j-ii; of a hare. In this 
form he was transferred to the 
moon, where he still remains. 


Equally reliable is the account of 


Indra's being at one time in a fam- 
ishing condition, when the hare, be- 
ing an extremely sympathetic crea- 
ture, was naturally heartbroken at 
such distress. Unable to relieve the 
great man's hunger in any other 
way the hare threw himself into the 
fire and thus saved Indra from star- 
vation. Out of gratitude for this 
sacrifice Indra Translated the animal 
to the moon. 


Many more recent bases for link- 


ing the hare to the moon could be 
found, aa the fact of its carrying its 
young a lunar month, being noc- 
turnal iu its habits, its young being 
born with their eyes open, and the 
moon being called the "open eyed," 
and a superstition that the hare 
changed its sex annually, the moon's 
eex being changed from masculine 
during its waxing period, when it 
was called the "lord of light" and 
considered as the sign of new life, 
and feminine during the waning 
period.—New York Tribune.

bite is a sure prodrfber of hydropho- 
bia, blood poisoning and numerous 
other terrible ilia. 


Every few months the southern 


newspapers publish accounts of per- 
eons being bitten by blue gum ne- 
groes and the fearful reeults. These 
newspaper accounts tell of children 
being bitten by their enraged nurses 
or of men and boys who are bitten in 
fights with negroes, with the result 
that hydrophobia, blood poisoning 
or something of the kind is eaid al- 
ways to occur. Recently a physician 
in Augusta, Ga., who was treating 
a patient Buffering from a bite of 
this kind, said he was unable to of- 
fer any scientific explanation of tbe 
blue gum negro's bite, but he be- 
lieved it was as deadly as that of 
the most poisonous reptiles. 


It is said that an Alabama plow 


hand once became angered at his 
mule and bit off the end of its ear. 
The mule at onco became frantic 
and ran braying through the woods 
until it fell over a bluff and was 
killed. Several years ago a man in 
middle Georgia was bitten by a blue 
gum laborer, and it is said that a few 
days later he developed violent 
symptoms of hydrophobia and ran 
about frothing at tbe mouth and bit- 
ing like a dog until he was overpow- 
ered by bis neighbors and lodged in 
the county jail. 


There is no scientific reason why 


the bite of a negro whose gums hap- 
pen to be covered with a blue cuti- 
cle should be any more poisonous 
than the bite of a white man whose 
gums nature has provided with a 
covering of red. It is very probable 
that in cases where inflammation 
does follow such bites it is the result 
of such conditions as are sometimes 
known to produce various degrees 
of blood poisoning from slight 
wounds or scratches. But, while the 
bite of the blue gum negro may not 
in reality be any more harmful than 
the bite of any other human being, 
the fact remains that he is univer- 
sally dreaded by both whites and 
blacks and by his own class. 


It is impossible to trace the strange 


belief to its origin. It may have 
been suggested to the whites by 
their early experiences with the 
negroes, may have been developed 
on the old plantations by Ihe vaga- 
ries of the African mind or, what is 
more probable, imported from the 
jungles of tbe Kongo homeland.— 
New York Sun.

Wheat needs compact ground, but 


not hard or rough ground. The soil 
ought to be made fine, so that the small 
loots can get their plant food, ant] this 
fine soil needs to be close about them. 
In commenting on the foregoing 3. M. 
Bice, Oklahoma, explains in Farm, 
Field apd Fireside that in heavy oi 
clay soils this compacting will come 
naturally and quickly by gravitation 
and the action of rainfall. In.the far- 
ther vest the soil is light and loose and 
the rainfall limited. He says: 


To get the natural compacting of 


soil, plowing, as a rale, most be done 
early. 11 it is practicable to do so, the 
plows should lie started as soon as the 
standing grain is cot Where a header 
is used this may be the same day, and 
even where a binder is used a portion 
of the ground can be plowed among the 
shocks at once. Of course with the or- 
dinary force of the farm this is not al 
ways practicable, but it would be best 
if it could be so arranged, for the 
gronad-dries ont rapidly after the stand- 
ing grain is removed and is likely to be 
too dry for plowing. With the usual 
light rainfall the compacting is a slow 
process, so the longest possible time 
should be bad between plowing and 
seeding. There are artificial means of 
compacting, in the use of the roller and 
press drill. We used both of these in 
the wheat ground of the present bar 
vest, but early plowing was better than 
all else.

According to The National Stockman, 


theoretically the use of the subsoil 
should pay in most soils. The settling 
of the ground, the tramping of teams it 
the bottom oi furrows and tie absence 
of much organic matter tend to exclude 
the air from the subsoil. A thorough 
stirring of this soil, loosening the whole 
mass to a depth of sir or eight inches 
below toe surteoe soil, commends itself 
to one's judgment Granting this, it is 
a somewhat remarkable fact that very 
tew subsoil plows are ever worn out A 
progressive farmer will buy such a 
plow, use it one season, and then fonr 
time* <m? of fit*? cast it aside. Hia es- 
perience does not inspire him with 
sofflcient 
fnith to cnutimi« itd nsn. 


There are exceptions to this rule, bnt 
comparatively few farmers practice sab- 
soiling, notwithstanding the antiquity 
of the idea. 


The idleness of the plows all over the 


country is no slight evidence of Jack of 
faith in their use. The difficulty seems 
to be that a subsoil that easily packs 
aad become* hard is of soch texture that 
a few soaking rains will compact it aft- 
er being *rirr«d by th« •nhgnjl plow. 
Deep plowing is more effective, as it 
pats sods and other vegetable matter be- 
low to hold tb« clayey part{nj««. »n<»r», 
Her* stirring of «•? s'sj beneath, with- 
out the addition of material to hold i!

sidered sufficiently ripened when it has 
been on the hiv« for u week or man-. 
The greatest trouble with unripe honey 
comes from that which U daily added 
to an unfinished super by the bees, 
During the first two or-ihree days afKr 
it is harvested clover or bessweod boney 
is usually so thin as to shake out of the 
combs very readily, or even to drip out, 
if the comb is upturned. Such honey 
will not do to extract, unless it is after- 
ward ripened artificially. 


Messrs. Moth & Son of Ohio, who 


handle hundreds of barrels of honey ev- 
ery year, tell us that they ripen their 
honey by keeping it in open vessels, 
after extracting, in a warm and dry 
room. Thus it is quite likely that if 
the supers are taken off and placed 
where they can have air and warmth 
the honey will thicken and become 
ripe, but we prefer to leave ench supers 
on the hive, even if we have to tier up 
to such an extent that it would become 
necessary to prop up . the hive with 
stakes or braces. Not only would the 
bees ripen this honey faster than can be 
done artificially, but there- would be al- 
so the advantage of the snper furnishing 
them additional space for honey as fast 
as the quantity is lessened by evapora- 
tion; Consequently we would not start 
extracting nntil there was absolutely no 
room left for the been to store honey, or 
so little that further delay would be 
likely to induce them to swarm. 


There are several reasons why the 


bees work better in an empty snper 
than in a fall one — that is, provided the 
combs are already bruit. The hive be- 
ing less crowded, they find the place to 
deposit their load much more readily 
and thus lose less time in hunting for 
empty cells. Then there is no need of 
Dividing additional combs or whitening 
or stretching the combs already built. 
Bnt when one super Is full and tho oth- 
er only one story above it there is but 
little time lost, and we believe it is a 
mistake to remove either before they are 
well filled unless morajmay be procured 
or nmesa the crop is .at, an end. 


When the crop is ended, it takes bnt 


a very short time for the last honey 
harvested to mature, and we make it a 
point to begia the extracting just as 
soon as the harvest ceases. There are 
seasons, novcver,- like the present one. 
when the honey flow is so strong and 
so contJcncES that the bees get over- 
crowded and the supers are all .filled 
long before the end of the crop. The 
only remedy for such a state of things is 
to take the chances of a little unripe 
honey and relieve the hive of its load 
before any time is lest by the bees or 
before swarming preparations are made. 
When there is a^y dcobt, however, as 
to the ripeness of the honey, it is well 
to follow the llnth method and keep it 
in opea vessels in a Isct, dry place for a 
few weeks before attempting .to pat it 
on tbe market 


The New Feed StnJT. 


The new corn product being talked 


about is obtained by grinding corn- 
stalks. The pith of tho stalk is used for 
packing between tiie plates of ironclad 
warships. Tho hard- shell of tbe stalks, 
after the pith is taken out, is ground 
into a fine powder. It can be bagged 
like oats cr lra« arid will keep as well 
as any other gronud fee«. Analysis 
proves thai it is richer in muscle makers 
than the wb&le cornstalk, and experi- 
ence shows that stock will eat it up 
clean. The stations tell that a balanced 
ration can te readily made up by mix- 
ing the aev; feed stuff vjith oil meal or 
cottonseed meal. A ton of tho gronud 
•talks- will occupy bet little more space 
than 11 ton cf ensilage. There: is author- 
ity for liulievicg that this new feed stuff 
will have some, effect iu reducing the 
price of liay. 


Barnyard Manure. 


Conclusions reached by a German au- 


thority are that the manure pile must 
be carefully constructed and protected 
from extremes of moisture and sun- 
shine. It should be kept moist, bnt not 
wet It is vrell to tarn cattle in upon 
it occasionally to tramp it down, and 
tbns exclude excess of air. When the 
heap is completed, it should be covered 
with earth. It those precautions are ob- 
served, the use of preservatives may be 
dispensed with. The profitableness of 
the use of tbe latter in any case is de- 
termined by their cost. 


A riant Marker. 


When a larga plot of ground is to ba 


let with plants at equal distances apart, 
the marker originally illustrated in the 
New York Tribune and, hero presented 
will be fusnd serviceable.

A blast in a quarry on the Stewart 


:"arm, half u jai'ecascof Rochester, Pa., 
recently brought to light a cross which 
has been Ltueaih tho earth's surface 
*snce 3743. The place of burial was 
ground where limestone was au impor- 
ant factor, and the result is that the 


oss 11 completely petrified. 
When the matter was first called to 


he attention of im W. Logan, the GWJJ- 
r of the quarry, he was greatly puzzled 
> explain the singular .formation of 
one, but investigation has made the 
istory of tho sacred emblem clear aud 
t the same time recalled the marvelous 
aergj and tireless journeying* of the 
most famous of the Roman Catholic 
lergy, the Jesuits. Mr. Logan com- 
municated the news of the discovery to 
he authorities of the Smithsonian in- 
titutiou at Washington. In response 
Dr. W. De Haas of the institution Yuat- 
d Rochester and carefully examined 
the cross. His report has not yet been 
made public, bnt it is likely to be of 
vivid interest when it is finally given 
rablication. 


The cross itself is 24 inches high, the 


crosspiece being 18 inches in length. 
Time and the limestone washings, the 
combination that petrified it, also fas- 
tened it securely in a bed of limestone. 
t is considered rather remarkable that 
the blast which tore it from its bed 20 
reet beneath the earth's surface did not 
mar ite beauty, bnt if it had been ex- 
inmed in tho most careful fashion it 
could have been no more perfect than it 
is. It ia bard to realize without obser- 
vation how really beautiful it has be- 
come through petrification. It seems to 
have a luster or radiance, and when the 
sunlight strikes it fairly beams scintil- 
late from it of prismatic hue, the whole 
forming a most charming spectacle. 


The history of this cross, which care- 


ful investigation has .shown, takes us 
back to the old days when western New 
York was little better than a wilderness 
and Pennsylvania was as free from the 
touch of the white man outside of the 
largo .settlements as virgin soil is from 
the cultivator. At that time the French 
soldiery and Roman Catholic priests 
were particularly energetic iu.penetrat- 
ing the country in all directions, one 
seeking to establish the dominion of the 
state, the other that of the church. It 
was the century in which this combina- 
tion achieved tho most with which it 
has been credited. La Salle, Marquette 
and othei'8 had made their names fa- 
mous already. The woods all along the 
Canadian border and nearly as far west 
as the Mississippi river had become fa- 
miliar places to the Jesuit priest. 


In the spring of 1749 a band of French 


soldiers, voyagers and others left La- 
chine, which is situated near Montreal, 
for a trip through the section of coun- 
try which as yet really belonged to nc 
one The leader of the company waa 
Captain Celeron, btit associated with 
him was M. Decontrecoenr, who ii» lat- 
er years became a commander of that 
famous Pennsylvania post known as 
old Fort Dnquesne, the site of the pres- 
ent city of Pittsbnrg. From Lachiae the 
party journeyed down through Canada 
into that portion of New York state just 
north of Buffalo. 
It was a perilous journey. While the

AN INSECT'S.TOILET. 


Ant* That Arc Cleaned and At- 


tended by Maids. 


We know vcol! enc-n^h that ants art* 


the most advanced of all the insect 
world, that they can talk to ono an- 
other and have regular laws acd regu- 
lations in their tiuy colonies, bnt the 
last discovery about them is perhaps 
the most astonishing of all. A natural- 
ist has been making observations on 
their toilet aud has discovered that each 
insect goes through a cleansing process 
as elaborate as that of a cat, only not 
performed by herself, but by another, 
who acts for the time as lady's maid. 


Ants of the genus atta were the 


subject of these observations. These he 
found slept in relays for about three 
hours. When they woke up, they would 
stretch their limbs just like warm 
blooded animals. Even under the micro- 
scopes ho could watch them yawn. Then 
begins the toilet. The assistant starts 
by washing the face of her companion 
and goes on to the thorax and logs. The 
attitude of the cleansed is one of intense 
satisfaction, resembling that cf a dog 
or cat when its head is being scratched. 
She lies down with all her limbs 
stretched loosely out. She rolls over ou 
her side, even her back, a perfect pic- 
ture of ease. The pleasure the creature 


is really enjoyable to the observer.— 
Exchange.

Dr. Stephens raises the serious in-

He has found large quantities of for- 
eign inorganic matter in old brain cells. 
He shows how this "dirt" is brought 
into the system by the inspired air (en- 
clcsnroses), through the cells of the 
longs into the blood and finds its final 
refuse heap in the cells themselves, 
where it increases in amount hourly 
and escapes the metabolism constantly 
occurring in the minute tissues, the re- 
juvenation of organic material and the 
constant birth of fresh physiological 
structures.

cells to resist decay suggests to Dr. Ste-

in its final victory over death's decay. 
This very suggestive experimentalist 
refers to the mental change which habit 
induces soon after each individual has 
reached the ' 'prime of life." Up to that 
point there arc energy and hope in all the 
tissues. After that point all the bisto- 
logical structures of the body lose heart 
and make no effort, to stem the tide 
•which sets for "the downward path to 
death." 
The doctor declares that the achieve- 


ment of modern special education, 
•which enables the deaf to hear with 
their eyes and tones up relaxed vocal 
chords, which brings it to pass that the 
blind seo with their fingers, taken in 
connection with the great longevity of 
ancient races, as described in the Old 
Testament and as authenticated in 
monuments, shows that unusual length 
of life has been a fait accompli of his- 
tory and suggests that the determina- 
tion of life length is possibly and prac- 
tically within the domain of thought. 


As humanity in its physiological ex- 


pression is wholly a compromise with 
perfection, Dr. Stephens argues that bet- 
ter food selection and a more watchful 
outlook against the introduction of for- 
eign and inorganic material into the sys- 
tem cannot help increasing the life po- 
tential of each unit of the race. 


Dr. Stephens holds that what is 


known as "soul" is merely cell experi- 
ence, the knowledge acquired by cells 
collectively and individually during 
years of hereditary transmission. This 
view is the same held by Sir William 
Thomson aud Thomas A. Edison. He 
points out that father and child, death 
and life, generation after generdtion, 
are not the ideals of human society, bnt 
only its makeshifts. Immortal life is 
the real aim iu view, and he believes it 
will be achieved in timu.—St. Louia 
Globe-Democrat. 


President C. P. Huntington of the 


Southern Pacific Railway company baa 
formally transferred to the University 
of California the most valuable collec- 
tion of Spanish manuscripts and docu- 
ments touching the early history of 
California in the world, with the single 
exception of the Bancroft library. The 
manuscripts comprise about 4,000 sepa- 
rate documents and were largely col- 
lected by Colonel J. L. Warren, editor 
of the California Fanner, and by fiob- 
ert E. Cowen and Colonel George W. 
Granniss, the executor of General Henry 
W. Haileck. 


Many of the Spanislrdocuments were 


owned for nearly 40 years by Colonel 
Grauniss, who guarded them most eare- 
fnlly from fire and accident. Mr. .Ban 
croft was never able to secure them 
from Colonel Granniss, and it is said 
that after a systematic search, conducted 
for a score of years by Mr. Bancroft and 
bis agents, these are about all the docu- 
ments that are known to exist outside, 
of his library. 


English manuscripts dating from 


18S4 to 1850 are of great importance. 
The names of Sntter, Fremont. Larkin, 
Ide, Bartlett, Scmple, Colton, Bryant, 
Weber, Hull, Halleck, Leidasdorff and 
many others are represented. The ma- 
jority of these documents, both Spanish, 
and English, have never been referred 
to and will greatly assist the future 
historian in his researches. 
Among 


these one of the most, valuable is Hai 
leek's manuscript history of the Cali- 
forniKs from the discovery to 184!'. 


The collection is rich ic placards and 


broadsides of the Spanish aurt early pi- 
oneer days, which were not secured 
even by Mr. Bancroft. In fact, it repre- 
sents more than three-quarters of all the 
printed matter issued in the early years 
of the American occupation cf Cali- 
fornia.—New York Tribune.
